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Pay to park 
could be the 
answer for 
busy town

A MAJOR overhaul of Shep- 
way’s parking services could 
see the introduction of pay and 
display charges in busy loca¬ 
tions where drivers currently 
park for free. 

Folkestone town centre, 
The Bayle, The Stade, Tontine 
Street and the seafront are the 
first areas that could be af¬ 
fected. The proposed changes 
are part of the draft Shepway 
Parking Strategy 2011-2015, 
which will be discussed at a 
meeting of the district council’s 
cabinet today (Wednesday). 

The strategy recommends a 
three-phase review of on- and 
off-street parking arrange¬ 
ments in consultation with 
residents, businesses and other 
organisations. 

Currently drivers are able to 
park in locations including the 
seafront, Tontine Street and 
The Bayle, free of charge but 
for a limited time of an hour. 
But under changes these could 


become pay and display areas, 
with residents and businesses 
given parking permits. 

Off-street parking - pay and 
display car parks - are failing to 
generate enough money due to 
the number of free parking are¬ 
as in certain parts of Shepway. 
Congestion has also been seen 
around the town as drivers try 
to find a place to park free of 
charge, while residents are left 
with nowhere to park. 

The council stated that the 
proposed strategy had been 
developed around five key ob¬ 
jectives: improving traffic flow 
and reducing congestion; sup¬ 
porting local residents and 
businesses; encouraging great¬ 
er use of off-street parking; 
providing parking for visitors; 
and encouraging driver com¬ 
pliance through fair and con¬ 
sistent enforcement. 

They added: “The strategy, 
which will cost an estimated 
£900,000, includes the poten¬ 
tial freezing of parking charges 
until on-street parking zones 
are implemented.”

Barn restorers shortlisted for national craftsmanship award 


A GROUP of talented craftsmen who 
painstakingly restored a derelict Eliza¬ 
bethan building have been nominated 
for a national award supported by com¬ 
poser Andrew Lloyd Webber. 

Smythe Barn at Westenhanger Cas¬ 
tle in Hythe is shortlisted in the English 
Heritage Angel Awards for best crafts¬ 
manship employed on a heritage rescue. 

The awards look to celebrate the 


work of people who have saved a signifi¬ 
cant historic place at risk of being lost 
forever, with 16 nominees chosen from 
more than 200 entries. 

John Forge, Peter Massey, Martin 
Horne and Rob Whorlow spent almost 
three years restoring the Grade One list¬ 
ed barn to save it from collapse. 

The barn was built in 1580 on the 
site of Westenhanger Castle, the former 


residence of Henry VIII and Elizabeth 
I, by Thomas ‘Customer’ Smythe, the 
Queen’s customs officer who is believed 
to have kept imported goods in the 
building until payment of taxes. 

The Forge family bought the castle 
in 1996 and acquired the barn from 
Folkestone Race Course in 2002. 

“We had to find out how to dismantle 
the rare hammerbeam roof, which is a 


very special type and difficult to take to 
pieces,” said Graham Forge. 

“The idea was to save between 90-95 
per cent of the original 1,000 oak pieces 
and reconstruct them with new peg fix¬ 
ings. The craftsmanship that went into 
restoring the barn and the quality of 
work, using old techniques, just had to 
be recognised, which is why I put them 
in for the award. ”

Tory’s message to colleagues: Now 
is not the time for a leadership battle

A SENIOR Tory figure at Kent 
County Council has criticised the 
timing of the leadership challenge 
issued by two of his colleagues. 

Last week former cabinet mem¬ 
bers Cllr Nick Chard and Cllr Keith 
Ferrin announced their intentions 
to dethrone current KCC leader 
Paul Carter, with Cllr Chard email¬ 
ing Cllr Carter to tell him he had 
been unhappy with elements of his 
leadership “for some time”. 

An election among the council’s 
Conservative group is now due to 
take place on Friday, October 14, 
but one of its most senior members 
told KoS there were more impor¬ 
tant things to worry about than 
who leads the authority. 

Cabinet member for regeneration 
and enterprise Cllr Kevin Lynes had 
previously been tipped for a leader¬ 
ship challenge but has not put his 
name forward on this occasion. 

He said: “We have an awful lot 
going on at KCC at the moment. 
We have a very difficult regime in 
terms of finance, and we’re in the 
middle of a very significant restruc¬ 
ture, so in my view now is not the 
time to be worrying about the lead-

ership. We need to batten down the 
hatches and get on with things. 

“The Conservative group is very 
tight-knit but Paul Carter would 
be the first to say a challenge to his 
leadership is a democratic freedom 
every member holds. But I hope we 


can get through this and get back 
down to the job at hand.” 

Cllr Lynes was elected to KCC in 
2001 and was cabinet member for 
resources from 2002 to 2005. He 
also held the adult social services 
portfolio for a short time in 2008. 


“I’ve never made any secret of the 
fact I would dearly love that job (of 
leader),” he said. “It would be a true 
privilege but now is not the time. 
That’s why I haven’t thrown my 
hat in the ring on this occasion.” 

Cllr Carter has been leader of the 
county council since the late Lord 
Sandy Bruce-Lockhart stepped 
down in 2005, but there has been 
disquiet in some quarters for sev¬ 
eral months. 

Cllr Chard - who had been a cab¬ 
inet member for 12 years before be¬ 
ing relieved from his highways re¬ 
sponsibilities in February - accused 
Cllr Carter of causing “unnecessary 
damage” to the administration. 

He added: “I have been unhappy 
with elements of your leadership 
for some time, even before your 
curt dismissal of me. 

“There is an opportunity to ‘put 
up or shut up’ at our AGM next 
month. I intend to be a candidate 
for the leadership of our group. I 
want the people we serve to see a 
change for the better.” 

When contacted by KoS, Cllr 
Chard said he did not wish to com¬ 
ment further until after the leader¬ 
ship election. 

Neither Cllr Carter nor Cllr Ferrin 
were available for comment.

Airport bosses ‘confident’ in 
expansion bid as enquiry ends 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting against the expansion of 
Lydd Airport have made their final pleas to the 
Government planning inspector to turn down 
the controversial development. 

As the six-month inquiry drew to an end, clos¬ 
ing statements by the airport and its opposition 
were read in an eleventh-hour bid to bring the 
Government on side. 

Lydd Airport Action Group (LAAG) outlined 
evidence to oppose the proposed £25 million de¬ 
velopment, which includes a 300 metre exten¬ 
sion of the runway and a new terminal capable 
of handling thousands more passengers. 

Supporters, including Damian Green MP, say 
it will give the area a boost with the opportunity 
to create much-needed jobs. 

But LAAG said it had the potential to "destroy 
wealth, to destroy the environment and to 
destroy the lives of many people". 

The campaign group also cited the nuclear 
dangers of expanding the airport with Dunge- 
ness power station so close by. 

Protect Kent, the county's branch of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England (CPRE), has 
also opposed the development, stating it was 
"marginally confident" about the final decision, 
which is expected in spring next year. 

"Should planning permission be granted for 
this development, the tranquility of the Romney 
Marsh, a unique area of the British Isles, will be 
devastated," said a spokesman. 

"The airport operators have not been able to 
satisfactorily answer some vitally important 
questions about the possible impacts of their

proposals, such as the impact of noise on the 
outside teaching area and nursery block at 
Greatstone Primary School. 

Lydd Airport's senior management team said 
they were pleased the inquiry had provided the 
opportunity for a comprehensive debate, and 
were looking positively towards the outcome. 

A spokesman said: "We are confident we 
have provided overwhelming evidence to show 
our applications to develop the site accord 
with national and local policies and would not 
have an adverse impact on the integrity of the 
internationally-designated sites of wildlife and 
ecological importance, or a significant adverse 
effect on sites of ecological importance. 

"We are also confident our evidence to the 
inquiry has clearly demonstrated the economic 
and job-creation benefits of our plans in serving 
as a catalyst in the regeneration of Romney 
Marsh and the wider Shepway community." 

Shepway council voted the proposals through 
last year, but Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment Secretary Eric Pickles later called for a 
public inquiry to be held.

Outrage as MP calls for Gurkhas 
to be treated like asylum seekers

A LEADING Gurkha campaigner has called for 
the resignation of a defence minister who said 
the soldiers should be dispersed “like asylum 
seekers”. 

Gurkha Justice Campaign founder and Folke¬ 
stone resident Peter Carroll, who successfully 
fought for equal settlement rights for retired 
Gurkhas in 2009, said he was “deeply shocked” 
by comments made by Aldershot MP Gerald 
Howarth (Con). 

“I think he should resign because instead of 
behaving like a minister with the MoD, he is act¬ 
ing like a parochial politician,” he said. 

“He is in a position of leadership and he should 
be careful about what he says. Some people in 
Aldershot are referring to the Nepalese commu¬ 
nity as ‘Neps’, which is so derogatory, and so 
hearing their own MP making these comments 
is not going to help the situation. 

“Gurkhas are his constituents just as much 
as the white community. They are not asylum- 
seekers; they fought for this country and they 
are not here illegally. 

“I am deeply shocked by the comments he 
made. This is 2011, not 1950.” 

Kent is home to the 2nd Battalion the Royal 
Gurkha Rifles, based at Shorncliffe, Folkestone, 
and nearly half of the soldiers from the Maid- 
stone-based 36 Engineers Regiment are Queen’s 
Gurkha Engineers. 

Defence minister Mr Howarth said this week 
that his own constituency of Aldershot was be¬ 
ing overwhelmed by the Nepalese ex-soldiers 
and their families following the landmark deci¬ 
sion to grant them the right to settle in Britain. 



He controversially argued that there needed 
to be a policy of dispersal, stating “that’s what 
we do with asylum seekers”. 

His comments sparked outrage and prompted 
Mr Carroll and actress Joanna Lumley, who 
fought the Gurkha settlement campaign along¬ 
side him, to write to David Cameron and Nick 
Clegg expressing their anger. 

“I have faith they wouldn’t let this happen,” 
said Mr Carroll. “The last thing they need is Pe¬ 
ter Carroll and Joanna Lumley on the warpath. 
They have more important things to deal with 
right now, like serious economic problems and 
people desperately trying not to lose their jobs.” 

He added: “About two years ago, 900,000 
immigrants came here from Europe in one year. 
Today, the number of Gurkha veterans to come 
here since our campaign is about 5,000-6,000 
so the numbers are minute in comparison.

Second sun to rise 

A SPECTACULAR 'night sun' will appear in the 
skies above north Kent in October - visible for up 
to 20 miles away. 

The helium-filled sphere will reach a height 
of around 400ft - higher than London skyscrap¬ 
ers - and be visible to hundreds of thousands 
of people. It will be such a remarkable sight the 
Civil Aviation Authority has been notified. 

Sleepers Awake, as it will be 
known, is a new commission by 
internationally renowned art¬ 
ists Heather and Ivan Morison. 

It has been created as part 
of the Milton Creek Country 
Park near Sittingbourne - a 
major regeneration project. 

The aim of the commission 
is to "re-unite the community of Sittingbourne 
with a forgotten area of the town and act as a 
beacon - heralding the future of an area which 
will continue to embrace change and evolution". 

The work of art will appear in the sky above 
the estuary at the mouth of Milton Creek on 
Saturday, October 1. 

Each successive evening it will rise still higher 
in the sky and as dawn breaks it will sink slowly 
beneath the skyline. Throughout the month it 
will travel progressively closer to Sittingbourne. 

A spokesman said: "The brightness of the 
lights will be powerful enough to create a 
vivid ball of light in the sky redefining the hues 
and contours of the post-industrial landscape 
beneath. It is predicted that the strangeness 
of the spectacle will attract huge numbers of 
night-time visitors to Milton Creek as a growing 
number of people become aware of the work." 



We are on the 
verge of a crisis, 
warns charity

A HOMELESSNESS charity says 
plans for almost 1,200 new afford¬ 
able homes by 2015 are not enough 
to solve Kent’s housing problems. 

Porchlight chief executive Mike 
Barrett said while the scheme was 
a step in the right direction, a much 
greater number of affordable homes 
needed to be made available. 

“This (1,200) is not an insignifi¬ 
cant number,” he said. “However, 
to put it in perspective, last year 
we received 1,497 referrals to our 
supported accommodation projects 
- an increase of 22 per cent on the 
previous year. ” 

Mr Barrett’s comments followed 
an announcement by the Homes 
and Communities Agency (HCA) 
and the Town and Country Housing 
Group (TCHG) that 1,136 afford¬ 
able homes are to be delivered in 
Kent under a four-year investment 


agreement. A consortium includ¬ 
ing TCHG, West Kent Housing As¬ 
sociation and Gravesend Churches 
Housing Association successfully 
bid for the cash. 

HCA executive director Terry 
Fuller said that the organisation 
was delighted to help deliver such 
a development. 

“We will be working closely with 
the TCHG and our local author¬ 
ity partners to ensure these much- 
needed homes meet the needs of 
local people,” he said. 

But Porchlight’s Mr Barrett ad¬ 
mitted he still had concerns about 
Kent’s affordable housing. 

“With numbers of people in hous¬ 
ing need expected to increase fur¬ 
ther, both nationally and in Kent, a 
much greater number of affordable 
homes need to be made available 
and quickly,” he said. 

Porchlight offers support to vul¬ 
nerable and homeless people across 
the county, including supported 


accommodation projects. 

Last month, Mr Barrett warned 
that a lack of affordable housing and 
increased rents could force people 
to live in slum-like accommodation 
or squats. He added that combined 
with a 75 per cent funding cut to 
rough sleeper services, the county 
would have “nothing short of a cri¬ 
sis” on its hands. 

A study by the National Hous¬ 
ing Federation also revealed home 
ownership in the South East was 
likely to drop below 70 per cent in 


the next 10 years, with an entire 
generation “locked out of the hous¬ 
ing market”. 

In a bid to improve provision, the 
HCA has worked closely with the 
TCHG to ensure the plans for af¬ 
fordable housing brought the maxi¬ 
mum benefit to people in Kent. 

While some of the investment will 
directly support existing develop¬ 
ments, such as 42 extra care homes 
in the Sherwood area of Tunbridge 
Wells, a large part of it will benefit 
the wider Kent community.

COUNTY HALL 


Council staff branded unhelpful 
as pothole complaints rocket

THERE has been a staggering 
rise in the number of com¬ 
plaints to Kent County Council 
about its environment, high¬ 
ways and waste services. 

Some 2,272 gripes were re¬ 
ceived from frustrated mem¬ 
bers of the public between 
April, 2010, and March, 2011, 
- an increase of more than 600 
from the previous year’s figure 
of 1,641. 

A rise was also seen in com¬ 
plaints made about the stand¬ 
ard of work completed by the 
council, as well as staff being 
perceived as rude or unhelpful 
to customers. 

County Hall chiefs blamed 
the rise on “increasing custom¬ 
er expectations”, but admitted 
it had to find ways to improve 
the delivery of services and 
raise public satisfaction levels. 

“A number of factors have 
contributed to the increase in 
complaint volumes, including 
high numbers of pothole and 


insurance complaints from 
April-May 2010,” said cabi¬ 
net member for environment, 
highways and waste, Cllr Bry¬ 
an Sweetland, in a report due 
to be discussed on Tuesday. 

He added that severe weather 
conditions in December, 2010, 
had also caused a rise in calls, 
where 269 complaints were 
made in that month alone. 

More than 1,050 complaints 
were received in just five 
months from April-September, 
2010, concerning potholes 
- either related to the high 
number or the quality of the 
resurfacing work. 

The report also stressed that 
1,694 compliments had been 
received by customers from 
April, 2010, to March, 2011. 

Examples of complaints were 
released by KCC, with the ma¬ 
jority concerning highways. 

One complainant said: “Pot¬ 
hole has been filled in within 
the last three to four days and 
it has not been done properly. 
It is very rough and untidy. It 
will be out within days and so it 


is a waste of time and money.” 

Others berated the council 
for failing to send out gritters 
during heavy snowfall. 

“Once again I am contact¬ 
ing you (KCC) to complain our 
road has not been gritted this 
year. We are in an extremely 
dangerous position now as our 
road is a solid ice pack and we 
are experiencing sliding into 
cars at no speed whatsoever,” 
said one member of the public. 

Complaints over expensive 
car parking fees and menu pric¬ 
es at Kent’s country parks and 
lack of seating for disabled peo¬ 
ple and parents were received, 
as well as calls over poor serv¬ 
ices at household waste and 
recycling centres. 

KCC said customer feedback 
had been reviewed to see what 
service improvements could be 
put in place. 

A ‘find and fix’ campaign 
saw 31,000 potholes filled to 
improve driving conditions and 
prevent damage to vehicles.

Rebel Conservatives 
demand referendum 
on EU membership

TORY Eurosceptics say the 
Continent’s ongoing economic 
woes are proof of why Britain 
needs to pull out of the EU. 

Last week 120 Conservative 
backbenchers gathered at a 
private meeting in Westmin¬ 
ster to voice their impatience 
at the lack of progress made by 
the Government in repatriat¬ 
ing powers from Europe. 

And days later the secretary 
of the 1922 Committee - Mark 
Pritchard - called on the Prime 
Minister to hold a referendum 
on Britain’s membership of the 
EU, claiming it had “enslaved” 
the country. 

Rochester and Strood MP 
Mark Reckless is among the To¬ 
ries angry such a ballot has not 
yet taken place, and last year 
he refused to vote in favour of 
a separate referendum on pro¬ 
posed changes to the electoral 
voting system in protest. 

“In a democratic society, 
people should be able to decide 
how they are governed,” he 
said. “So if we can have a refer¬ 
endum on the alternative vote 
then we should certainly have 
one on whether Britain should 
be part of the EU. 

“Politicians across Europe 
have carried out a terrible ex¬ 
periment on their people, and 
the fact they’ve made such 
a mistake - as the economic 
problems show - I think in¬ 
creases calls for us to make our 
own way in the world. 

“I now think it’s a matter of 
when we hold a referendum, 
not if, but I don’t know wheth¬ 


er it will be before or after the 
next election. 

“If politicians can’t agree on 
something and it begins to di¬ 
vide parties, that’s when you 
need a referendum.” 

Earlier this month more than 
100 Tory MPs formed a new 
Eurosceptic group which aims 
to reshape the UK’s relations 
with the EU. 

They anticipate treaty nego¬ 
tiations later this year and say 
they want to be prepared for 
talks on how the country can 
start to take powers back. 

Daniel Hannan, Conserva¬ 
tive MEP for the South East, 
has rejected claims the UK 
should remain part of the 
union until at least the euro¬ 
zone crisis is resolved. 

“The opposite is the case,” he 
said. “We’ve been dragged into 
problems not of our making be¬ 
cause we are in the EU. 

“I think EU membership was 
sold to people as an economic 


necessity but that now looks ri¬ 
diculous. We’ve shackled our¬ 
selves to a dead corpse. 

“Nobody under 55 has had a 
vote on this. It’s bizarre we had 
a referendum on the precise 
method by which we elect our 
MPs, but not if they are actual¬ 
ly allowed to run the country. 

“I would vote to come out of 
the EU but I would acknowledge 
the result either way. Consulting 
people is the right thing to do. ” 

Meanwhile, UK Independ¬ 
ence Party leader Nigel Farage, 
who lives in Westerham, 
near Sevenoaks, and is also 
an MEP for the South East, 
said the need for an EU refer¬ 
endum was “absolutely urgent 
and vital”. 

He added: “Those who want 
this to happen have overwhelm¬ 
ing support in the country and 
it’s only our political leaders who 
are proving to be a road block.”

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£3m earmarked to keep us 
moving in winter big freeze 


MORE than £3 million is to be spent on keeping 
Kent moving this winter following disruption on 
the roads during last year's severe weather. 

The allocated winter service budget, due to 
be discussed at an environment, highways and 
waste policy overview and scrutiny committee 
at Kent County Council on Tuesday, is due to 
be increased from £2,490,581 in 2010-11 to 
£3,159,581. 

Funds will be spent on ensuring everyday 
Life continues during the colder weather, 
through measures including salting roads 
and pavements, and clearing snow from 
our highways. 

Heavy snow and freezing conditions hit Kent 
last December, causing roads in some areas of 
the county to become impassable. 

Parts of the M20 and the Thanet Way 
were restricted to one Lane due to hazardous 
driving conditions. 

Icy pavements forced elderly people to stay 
in their homes, with complaints made to Kent 
County Council about unsalted pavements, and 
some rural roads becoming impassable, cutting 
off communities. 

In this year's winter service policy, KCC 
said it would carry out precautionary salting 
on class A and B roads as well as on 
those identified by highways managers 
based on advice from Local stakeholders 
and councils. 

Parish councils are also being permitted

to purchase their own salt bins for the benefit 
of their communities. 

Snow clearance on roads, footways and cycle 
paths will be carried out on a priority basis to 
reduce delays and inconvenience, with minor 
routes cleared by farmers, under agreement 
with KCC, using snow ploughs and blowers. 

A KCC spokesman said: "The county council 
recognises the winter service is essential in 
aiding the safe movement of highway users, 
maintaining communications, reducing delays 
and enabling everyday Life to continue. 

"It is very important to both road safety and 
the local economy. 

"KCC, as highway authority, takes its winter 
service responsibilities extremely seriously. 

"However, it is important to recognise that 
the council has to prioritise its response to 
deal with winter weather due to the logistics 
and available resources."

Turner gallery gives youth its 
head with ‘rocking’ exhibition

MARGATE’S long association with 
youth culture is the inspiration behind 
the latest exhibition at the town’s Turn¬ 
er Contemporary Gallery. 

Nothing in the World But Youth 
focuses on those difficult teenage years. 

Turner director Victoria Pomery said: 
“Margate’s 20th century history is inex¬ 
tricably linked with youth culture: this 
may be because of its seaside location 
which encourages a certain sense of 
non-conformity and experimentation. 

“Whatever the reason, we felt this 
was a pertinent and universal theme for 
an exhibition. 

“It begins with works JMW Turner 


made as a teenager and ends with works 
specifically created for the show.” 

The gallery’s rooms are packed with 
paintings, sculptures and film exploring 
the world of adolescence. 

Many of the newer works involve 
youngsters in Thanet through the 
gallery’s Teenage Advisory Group. 

Ms Pomery said the exhibition came 
at a topical time when the general 
public and media’s attitude to youth 
had been so affected by the riots. 

There are more than 200 works on 
display by 94 artists. 

Visitors can see works such as Julian 
Germain’s classroom portraits. 

The artist has become famous for tak¬ 
ing pictures at schools around the 
world, but for this show he was asked to 


take a shot of students from the local 
Hartsdown Technology College. 

Also on display are items from the 
Mott Collection. These include punk 
rock memorabilia such as fanzines and 
album covers dating from 1979-90. 

There are well-known artists’ work 
also on display such as sculpture of a 
young woman by Henry Moore and 
painting by David Hockney. 

Curator Lauren Wright said: “Youth 
has always been an important part of 
Margate’s culture dating back to the 
mods and rockers and the opening of 
Dreamland. 

“Youth is a subject that has inspired a 
huge number of works, as we can see 
here. One of the real stars of the show is 
a self-portrait from Peter Blake who is

one of the foremost British pop 
artists of our time. It was done 
at a time when he was just 
starting out his career.” 

Ms Wright said the exhi¬ 
bition had been a deliberate 
contrast with the opening 
show when there had been 
less than 10 artists work 
on display. 

She said: “The opening 
show was really about show¬ 
casing the building and set 
out our stall as a contempo¬ 
rary gallery with new work 
specifically created for it. 

“With this exhibition we 
wanted to do something that 
focused much more on a 
theme and something 
that related to Margate 
very closely. 

“The space is really 


rocking with work. To take it all 
in you will need to come more 
than once.” 

Next month the famous 
sculpture The Kiss by Rodin 
will be coming to the gal¬ 
lery. The sculpture will be 
on display in the entrance 
hall for nearly a year. 

Ms Pomery also said the 
new gallery’s visitor numbers 
had been far higher than 
expected. 

She said: “We had expected 
around 156,000 visitors for 
the first show so far we have 
had around 225,000.”

Archbishop enjoys Frank debate about religion

GIVEN his reputation for risque 
material, church officials might 
have wondered what they had let 
themselves in for when they in¬ 
vited Frank Skinner to Canterbury 
Cathedral. 

In fact what took place last 
Friday at a packed cathedral was 
an insightful and thought-provok¬ 
ing discussion with the Archbishop 
of Canterbury Dr Rowan Williams 
on many aspects of religion. 

Skinner began by saying it was a 
great honour for him to be there, al¬ 
though being a committed Roman 
Catholic he wasn’t sure how the 
evening was going to turn out in 
the home of the Anglican church. 

After discussing the lack of laughs 
in the Bible with the Archbishop, 
Skinner moved on to his own expe¬ 
riences of going to church. 

He said as a congregation member 
he was a tough audience and expect¬ 
ed a lot from preachers, but was often 
disappointed by their sermons. 

He said: “I can only think of three 
or four homilies in my lifetime that 
were truly memorable. If that had 
been my hit rate with gags, I would 
not be here tonight.” 

The comic said he felt priests 
should be better trained in the art 
of speaking to churchgoers. 

He also said at the moment 
being an atheist was the “cool” 
position for most young people and 
the Church needed to counter that 
impression as strongly as it could. 

He said: “Sometimes I feel like 
atheists are in some smart club 
whereas I am in McDonald’s with 
Cliff Richard. To me being an 
atheist is a bit like denying global 
warming. If we get that position 


wrong it will have the same devas¬ 
tating affects for society. 

“We need to recapture that time 
when we were the cool ones: being a 
cult, meeting in caves, under threat 
from the authorities - that’s when 
Christians were at their coolest.” 

He attacked leading scientific 
atheists like Richard Dawkins for be¬ 
ing so certain about their position. 

He said: “I read his book The 
God Delusion and feared it might 
change my own views but I don’t 
think it converted anybody. It just

confirmed what they already feel.” 

Skinner said scientists could attack 
the idea of faith but they could not 
counter the wisdom it gave people. 

The Archbishop talked of his 
experiences meeting a bishop in 
Zimbabwe where people’s faith 
helped them get through economic 
turmoil and threats of violence. 

He said: “When I met those peo¬ 
ple in Harare, you could see religion 
really helping people. It supports 
them and reaches into their guts.” 
Dr Williams asked Skinner 
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why he had returned to being a 
Roman Catholic after 12 years of 
not attending as a young adult. 

Skinner said: “I left because there 
were some things I just couldn’t 
accept like papal infallibility. Leav¬ 
ing the Church led to such big rows 
with my parents that I didn’t want 
to admit I was wrong. In the end an 
old priest friend said to me, ‘why 
don’t you just come back?’ It was 
like coming home.” 

Skinner argued that religions 
should work together more and 
made a comparison with football. 

He said: “Fans may support dif¬ 
ferent teams but it is our love of the 
game we all share. That is the most 
important thing but sometimes in re¬ 
ligion, as in football, that gets lost.”

Rock star moves into

TWENTY years ago his band 
headlined the main stage at 
Glastonbury. 

His band’s T-shirts were a 
must-have for a generation 
and he even managed to find 
himself on the front of every 
red-top tabloid after a scuffle 
with TV’s Mr Nice Guy, Phillip 
Schofield. 

Today, Les Carter, one half of 
early 1990s indie guitar band 
Carter the Unstoppable Sex Ma¬ 
chine, lives a more sedate life. 
Having moved out of his long¬ 
time base in Brixton, he now 
resides in a four-bedroom semi 
in a quiet, tree-lined, street in 
Folkestone. 

And at 52 he still has the in¬ 
stantly recognisable face which 
once adorned the front pages of 
the music press. 

His name may be unfamil¬ 
iar, but to millions he was bet¬ 
ter known as Fruitbat - the 
guitar playing half of a duo 
who crossed from the small 
clubs into the mainstream as 
popular music taste swung to¬ 
wards Britpop. 


Along with frontman Jim 
‘Jim Bob’ Morrison, they rode 
the pre-Britpop tide in style 
with an infectious blend of 
guitar, drum machine, catchy 
tunes and pun-heavy, socially- 
aware lyrics, which lifted them 
up from their contemporaries 
and to the top of the main¬ 
stream charts. 

Their albums 101 Damna¬ 
tions and 30 Something were 
universally acclaimed; their 
live shows exhilarating. 

Songs such as Sheriff Fat- 
man, Rubbish, After the Wa¬ 
tershed and The Only Living 
Boy in New Cross went flying 
into the charts. 

By the time 1992 - The Love 
Album was released, they se¬ 
cured their first number one 
LP and were headlining the 
UK’s major festivals, including 
a memorable show at Glaston¬ 
bury in 1992. 

But in 1998, after 10 years 
and a steady decline in their 
popularity - as they saw the 
likes of Blur and Oasis become 
the mainstream choice - they 
split. Disillusioned by the in¬ 
dustry which had delivered 
them such riches. 


“Headlining at Glastonbury 
was the pinnacle really,” ex¬ 
plains Carter. 

“The plan was to just get 
bigger and bigger, but it got 
to the stage where we had got 
to where we wanted to go but 
in the end neither of us really 
liked it. 

“It became so business ori¬ 
entated; popularity could only 
be sustained by a major label 
and all the workings which 
go with it; and you ended up 
having to be nice to people you 
don’t like.” 

However, in recent years the 
pair have reunited and played 
to sell-out audiences in Lon¬ 
don, Glasgow and, this Novem¬ 
ber, Manchester. 

And with their first festival 
headlining slot in Devon earlier 
this summer there is clearly life 
in the old dog yet. 

For Fruitbat - who once 
famously wrestled Philip 
Schofield to the floor during 
a live BBC broadcast of the 
Smash Hits’ Poll-Winners Par¬ 
ty, the lure of regular live per¬ 
formance still drives him. 

The band he formed follow¬ 
ing Carter’s split, the difficult

loyal following. 

Just a few weeks before he 
takes to the stage for a sold-out 
Carter USM show at Brixton 
Academy, in front of 5,000 
devoted fans, Abdou, for short, 
will headline Googies in his 
new home town - capacity 
around 50.

Alcohol charity calls 
for licensing review to 
protect our youngsters 



PROBLEM: Campaigners claim high numbers of off-licences have 
an effect on the rates of under-18s suffering alcohol-related illness

HEALTH chiefs have denied 
claims that towns with large 
numbers of off-licences are 
more likely to have hospitals 
filled with underage drinkers. 

According to research by 
the Alcohol Concern charity, 
a damaging relationship ex¬ 
ists between the number of 
off-licences per 100,000 of the 
population and the number of 
under-18s admitted to hospital 
for ailments including alcohol 
poisoning and intoxication. 

Chief executive Don Shenker 
said: “It is a failing of the system 
that so many licences are being 
granted without consideration 
to young people’s health. 

“Current legislation does 
not give licensing committees 
enough power to restrict high 
density of licensed premises. A 
new health objective should be 
included in the Licensing Act 
to enable local authorities to 
refuse new licences in order to 
reduce alcohol-related harm 
and protect young people.” 

Despite the charity’s claims, 
there appears to be little cor¬ 
relation between the numbers 
of off-licences and hospital ad¬ 
missions for alcohol-related ill¬ 
nesses in Kent. 

In no borough is this clearer 
than in Gravesham, which has 
the highest density of off- 
licences in the county (109.3 
per 100,000 of the population) 
but the lowest number of hos¬ 
pital admissions (29.8 per 
100,000 of the population 
from 2006-07 to 2008-09). 

Jess Mookherjee, assistant di¬ 
rector for public health in Kent 


and Medway, said: “Young 
people are at higher risk of al¬ 
cohol-related harm than adults 
because they do not have the 
experience to know how to 
drink safely, and young bodies 
are more vulnerable to the ef¬ 
fects of alcohol. 

“The issue is not so much 
about off-licences. Alcohol is 
cheap and available every¬ 
where in the UK, and young 
people who want to get hold of 
alcohol can usually do so. 

“It is more about young peo¬ 
ple understanding the risks of 
alcohol and having other, en¬ 
joyable, safer activities avail¬ 
able to them.” 

The one set of figures that 
can be used to support the Al¬ 
cohol Concern study are for 
Thanet, which has the third- 
highest number of off-licences 


in the county (89.4) and the 
most alcohol-related hospital 
admissions (104.2). 

However, Cllr Chris Wells 
- Thanet council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for community services - 
said the statistics were distort¬ 
ed because the Queen Elizabeth 
the Queen Mother Hospital in 
Margate also accepts patients 
from the Canterbury and Do¬ 
ver districts. 

“Having said that, I won’t 
pretend we don’t have issues 
with the night-time economy 
in Thanet,” he added. “As a 
result, we’re more active at 
reviewing licences than any 
other authority in Kent. 

“There is a link between dis¬ 
advantaged communities and 
drink-related problems, and 
that is why we use all the pow¬ 
ers available to tackle them.”

Foreign flies pose ‘high’ 
risk to Kent fruit crops

FLIES which lay their eggs 
in ripening fruit, devastating 
crops, are threatening to in¬ 
vade the UK. 

Now growers of soft and 
stone fruit across Kent are be¬ 
ing urged to keep a special eye 
out for the pest. 

Tell-tale signs include a 
breathing tube which sticks 
out of the fruit to allow the lar¬ 
vae inside to survive. 

To make matters worse, 
the Spotted Wing Drosophila 
(SWD) can easily be mistaken 
for a fruit fly. Unlike the fruit 
fly, however, it can also lay 
eggs in ripening, intact, fruit. 

But having caused chaos 
across Asia, north America, 
Russia and mainland Europe 
in recent years, experts fear it 
could be set to hop across the 
Channel this year. 

Now scientists at horticul¬ 
tural specialists East Mailing 
Research (EMR) are offering 
to help commercial growers

identify suspected cases. 

Dr Michelle Fountain, a lead¬ 
ing entomologist at EMR, said: 
“The risk is very high. The tiny 
flies could come in on winds 
from northern France but it is 
more likely that they will arrive 
on imported fruit. 

“SWD is particularly known 
for the damage it causes to 
raspberries and blueberries but 
it could also be a serious threat 
to Kent’s cherries and plums. 

‘There is also a slight risk 
to other Kent-grown fruits, 
including grapes, blackcur¬ 
rants and strawberries.” 

Dr Fountain said growers 


should be looking closely at rip¬ 
ening soft and stone fruits for 
indented scarring with telltale 
breathing tubes sticking out. 
Opening the fruit will reveal 
any larvae and pupae. 

Adult males have a dark 
spot along the front edge of the 
wings, but the females do not 
have distinctive markings. 

The effectiveness of insecti¬ 
cides on controlling adult SWD 
is being evaluated and affected 
growers may be able to take 
advantage of mass trapping in 
the future. 

The Horticultural Develop¬ 
ment Company (HDC) has pub¬ 
lished a fact sheet (No 01/11) 
by Dr Fountain about SWD, 
which has been distributed 
widely to the UK horticulture 
industry.

Campaigners promise 
protests if coal drilling 
leads to gas ‘fracking’

CLIMATE activists who staged ‘Camp Frack’ 
in Lancashire as part of a mass protest against 
a controversial drilling method have refused to 
rule out similar action in Kent. 

The campaigners said there was “every possi¬ 
bility” protests would be staged if tests for coal 
in Woodnesborough, near Sandwich, led to 
‘fracking’, which involves firing high-pressure 
liquid into rocks to force gas out. 

The process was blamed for sparking earth¬ 
quakes near Blackpool earlier this year and is 
believed to pose a threat of contamination to 
ground water supplies. 

Last weekend, around 150 people set up 
camp in Lancashire in protest against moves by 
company Cuadrilla Resources to drill 3.5km 
deep to extract shale gas. 

A planning application by Welsh company 
Coastal Oil and Gas Ltd has been submitted to 
Kent County Council to drill an exploratory 
borehole for coal in land at Woodnesborough. 

Although director of the firm Gerwyn Wil¬ 
liams stressed it was a simple test of the coal, 


activists fear the move could lead to hydraulic 
fracking if gas is found in shale rock at the site. 

Phil Thornhill, national co-ordinator for 
Campaign Against Climate Change, said the 
group was waiting on the planning decision, 
which is expected next month. 

“There’s every possibility that we will take ac¬ 
tion like Camp Frack in Lancashire,” he said, 

“We’ve thought about what we could do and 
we will try and co-ordinate people to take action 
based on what happens at the planning meeting 
in Maidstone. 

“We need to attack the issue of hydraulic 
fracking by working with and educating local 
people and addressing the problem nationally.” 

Camp Frack included a day of workshops 
on shale gas and discussions for a national cam¬ 
paign against the process. 

Kent Green Party spokesman Steve Dawe said: 
“With the threat of hydraulic fracking at Wood¬ 
nesborough still to be decided upon by Kent 
County Council, [party leader] Caroline Lucas 
MP is promoting an Early Day Motion in Parlia¬ 
ment to oppose the method. 

“It is the first stage of campaigning for a UK 
ban on fracking, something already introduced

in France and South Africa due to the environ¬ 
mental effects of this activity.” 

The motion calls for a suspension of onshore 
and offshore exploration, development and pro¬ 
duction of coal bed methane, shale oil and shale 
gas by withdrawing UK licences for hydraulic 
fracking, until a detailed environmental impact 
assessment is published. 

When details of the planning application for 
Woodnesborough were revealed earlier this year, 
Thanet-based Dr Alasdair Bruce warned if acking 
could lead to a contamination of Kent’s entire wa¬ 
ter supply and also lead to a threat of earthquakes.

ENVIRONMENTAL campaigners have called on 
Kent’s pension fund managers to stop investing 
in oil corporations and instead help grow the 
wind farm industry. 

Last month KoS reported how plans to build 
a huge turbine factory in Sheerness may be 
scrapped unless the Government gives its full 
backing to the technology, thereby increasing 
customer confidence. 

And according to Kent Green Party, pension 
fund managers at Kent County Council should 
do their bit by re-investing 106,310 shares cur¬ 
rently placed in the oil industry. 

Chairman Steve Dawe said: “Given the critical 
importance of the rapidly-growing offshore wind 
industry to Kent and Medway, and the need to 
fight global warming, the number of shares in oil 
is indefensible. 

“We would like KCC to sell all its shares in oil 
corporations - currently worth £106 million - 
and invest in the offshore wind industry instead. 

“This would send a clear signal to Vestas that 
the county welcomes its proposed 2,000-job 
wind turbine factory at Sheerness. 

“It would demonstrate a clear lead on wind pow¬ 
er from the council to other wind farms, leading to 
other jobs in the industry to add to those intended 
for Ramsgate as a service port for wind farms.” 

The cash invested by KCC comes from the 
£2.6 billion Kent Pension Fund, which is for 
40,000 public sector workers. About £2bn of 
that is in stocks and shares. 

Last month the council came under fire after it 
was revealed nearly £2 4m is currently invested 
in the tobacco industry. 

The authority has also been criticised in the 
past for pumping money into fuel companies that 
undertake damaging oil sands projects abroad, 
despite having signed up to the United Nations’ 
Principles of Ethical Investment. 

Cabinet member for finance Cllr John Sim- 
monds said: “We are looking after money for a 
huge number of pension scheme members, so we 
have a responsibility to get the best possible re¬ 
turn for them. I’m not sure it’s our role to invest 
in speculative technology. 

“We’ve been tremendously supportive of the 
wind farm industry but the oil shares have been 
extremely profitable for the fund. 

“We are always looking to invest in Kent busi¬ 
nesses where we can, but they have to be able to 
enhance the fund. ” 

The wind factory planned for Sheerness would 
manufacture the new V164-7.0MW turbine, 
which is twice as powerful as those which sit off 
the coast of Thanet and has a blade span the size 
of the London Eye. 

Cllr Simmonds pointed out that KCC had 
played a major role in persuading Vestas to po¬ 
tentially open the site in Kent. 

He added: “There’s been no lack of commit¬ 
ment as far as the council is concerned, and for 
Vestas to target Sheerness is a considerable suc¬ 
cess story for us. But the pension fund is a whole 
different ball game.”

Book celebrates all the 
forgotten little stories 
from our hidden history

LAUREL and Hardy’s modest 
contribution to Kent’s tourist 
industry is one of hundreds of 
fascinating stories contained 
within a new book of facts 
about the county.

ed large crowds when they 
cut the ribbon at the reopen¬ 
ing of the Romney, Hythe and 
Dymchurch railway following 
the end of World War Two.

“Finding all the facts in¬ 
volves an awful lot of read¬ 
ing newspaper articles and 
researching on the internet. 
Watching local television 
also provided me with a quite 
a few bits of information. 

“For example, it was purely 
by chance that I found out 
about the annual custard pie 
throwing competition in Cox- 
heath, near Maidstone, when I 
was watching the news. 

“One of my favourite stories is 
about the author of James Bond 
- Ian Fleming - getting the idea 
for 007 from the number of the 
bus that goes from London to 
Canterbury. There’s no way 
of checking that now because 
he’s dead, but that’s what a lot 
of people think. 

“I find local history fascinat¬ 
ing and I came across lots of 


juicy information. I hope peo¬ 
ple enjoy reading the book as 
much as I did researching it.” 

Mr Tulloch is a retired lin¬ 
guist who helped train inter¬ 
preters at the Ministry of De¬ 
fence, and retains a passion for 
words and their origins. 

For example, he was fasci¬ 


nated to learn ‘moot point’ is 
connected to the word ‘mote’, 
which is an Anglo-Saxon word 
meaning ‘discussion’. 

“Ightham Mote in Sevenoaks 
was used as a meeting place to 
discuss the matters of the day,” 
he said. “I’m always particu¬ 
larly interested in the linguistic 


side of history, like finding out 
how towns and roads got their 
names and that sort of thing. 

“It’s often when you delve 
deeper that you find out inter¬ 
esting facts you never knew. ”

Immigration root of housing woe 


Ukip Leader Nigel Farage attacks the Government's planning reforms 
and blames poor immigration control for UK’s current housing shortage 


IT is a truth universally ac¬ 
knowledged that we are suffer¬ 
ing from a shortage of housing 
in this country. 

The challenge comes when 
we scratch beneath the surface 
of this statement and look at 
how the problem has come 
about and, more importantly, 
what solutions exist to solve it. 

According to the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Association a record 
five million people are waiting 
for a council house, up 70 per 
cent on the late 1990s. 

At the same time house build¬ 
ing has fallen to the lowest level 
since the 1920s, with just 
105,000 homes built last year. 

The simple solution would 
seem to be to build more houses. 
The Government has proposed 
to slash existing planning laws 
from thousands of pages to just 
52. These reforms, we are told, 
are driven by the social and 
economic need, not lobbying. 

There are two points which 
should be raised in response to 


such a claim. The first is that it 
has been discovered the Con¬ 
servative Party has accepted 
millions of pounds from wealthy 
developers who donate money 
and in return get to meet with 
senior party figures. 

Tunbridge Wells MP and 
planning minister Greg Clark 
has, it has been controversially 
revealed, been mentioned in 
emails from the British Federa¬ 
tion of Planners, saying how 
grateful the MP is for its lobby¬ 
ing which is making it very 
difficult for Prime Minister 
Cameron to perform a U-turn 
on the policy. 

Mr Clark has been champi¬ 
oning these changes and it 
has even been revealed that 
senior members of the house 
building industry helped draft 
wording of the Government’s 
consultation. 

Greg Clark has also not been 
so keen for mass building 
projects in previous years al¬ 
though the view from his 


charming town house is pro¬ 
tected by an Act of Parliament. 

In 2006, he campaigned fe¬ 
rociously against plans by the 
then-Labour government for 
an additional 6,000 homes in 
and around Tunbridge Wells - 
‘garden grabbing’ as it became 
known - and insisted it was “a 
nationally imposed hike in 
housing numbers that will 
place yet more pressure on our 
precious green spaces”. 

While I agree that building 
projects imposed from on high 
are wrong, it does strike me as 
rather hypocritical of Mr Clark 
to campaign against it when in 
opposition, but to champion it 
when in government. 

The fact is there would not 
be such a need for housing had 
it not been for uncontrolled 
immigration, supported by 
Conservative, Labour, Lib Dem 
and Green MEPs. 

But until we gain back con¬ 
trol of our borders, what we 
need to be doing is letting local 


people make decisions on hous¬ 
ing and planning in their areas. 

Parents want their children 
to be able to purchase homes; 
what they don’t want is to be 
landed with an ugly housing 
estate. It’s time we trusted the 
people again. 

Ukip believes there is a lack 
of democratic decision-making 
in current planning. 

Local concerns are too easily 
overridden by remote, unac¬ 
countable and undemocratic 
planning bodies and by major 
developers with large legal 
chequebooks, such as super¬ 
markets. 

Major planning schemes 
should not be overseen by a re¬ 
mote inspector, government 
minister or quango. Nor should 
major decisions on new hous¬ 
ing and development be made 
by EU bureaucrats and their re¬ 
gional agents.

Growing pain 
of NHS logic

maternity services in Kent 
shows how little we should 
trust statements made at the 
top of the NHS, driven by 
finance and political expedi¬ 
ency at several levels.

We have been saying for 
years this whole arrangement 
is unsafe, but NHS manage¬ 
ment thinks it knows better. 

Just how long will the new 
Maidstone unit survive? 

It is no more than a sop 
for the 250,000 population of 
Maidstone area. 

We now await proof that 
the Pembury option is 
seriously wrong for Maidstone 
women. It will not take long.

Heat is on for cash 


bond arrives in town 


Q I INTENDED to put some 
money into the National 
Savings index-linked certificates 
that you recommended, but I did not 
move fast enough and they were taken 
off the market. You also mentioned 
two other index-linked schemes 
available from the Post Office. Are 
these now the best way to link savings 
to inflation? 

NATIONAL Savings index- 
linked certificates were too good 
to last, unfortunately. They 
gave total protection against rises in 
the retail prices index and an annual 
top-up of 0.5pc, all completely tax-free. 
With inflation hovering around 5pc, 
they were definitely the best buy. 

And now the Post Office index-linked 
bonds have gone the same way. 

When National Savings brought 
down the shutters, savers turned to 
the Post Office and its bonds. So much 
cash flooded in that they have been 
taken off the market as well. But an 
interesting new rival has emerged. 
National Grid - the company that 
runs the country’s gas and electricity 
supply network - has launched its own 
index-linked bond on very attractive 
terms. The minimum investment is 
£2,000. Whatever you invest is linked 
to the retail prices index, and the 
bonds pay 1.2 5pc interest on top. 

This is a 10-year investment, but the 
bonds will be traded on the stock 
market, so if you needed money in a 
hurry, you could simply sell your 
bonds and take whatever price they 
were worth at that time. If you hang 
on for the end of the 10 years, you 
get back your original stake plus a 
decade of inflation-proofing. And there 
is a neat twist that could give a big 
boost to that 1.2 5pc yield. It starts off 
as 1.2 5pc of however much you invest, 
but your investment is regularly 
revalued in line with inflation. If it 
rises, your interest rises, too. For 
example, invest £10,000 and you 
might expect interest of £125. But if 
inflation is 5pc, your £10,000 bond 
becomes worth £10,500, and your 
interest becomes £131 - and so on as 
inflation drives both your capital and 
interest higher. Move quickly though, 
if the offer appeals. Applications close 
on September 29, or earlier if cash 
pours in. 

Q I WAS on holiday in Spain 
when I got a call to say my 
grandmother was seriously ill 
and not expected to pull through, so I 
flew home early. She recovered, but 
my holiday was spoiled so I claimed 
on my travel insurance. Now the 
insurance company has turned me 
down because my grandmother was ill 
before I left. Can I appeal? 

YOU can certainly appeal - 
firstly to the insurance company 
itself, and then if that does not 
work you can ask the Financial 



Ombudsman (0800 023 4567) to 
investigate. But I am not optimistic. 
You sent me a copy of your claim and 
the company’s reply. Your grandmoth¬ 
er is 89 and was seriously ill before 
you even booked your holiday. You 
have told me her condition was stable 
when you left for Spain, but she 
suffered a relapse. The insurance 
company knew nothing of this when 
you took out the policy. You knew 
your grandmother was ill, and if it had 
known, then the company would 
probably have refused to cover you 
against the cost of having to fly home, 
or it might have increased the pre¬ 
mium. My bet is that the ombudsman 
would see it this way, too. 

Q I AM approaching my 65th 
birthday. My employer is 
happy to keep me on, but the 
Department for Work and Pensions 
wants to know whether I intend to 
draw my state pension or defer it. 
Which is best? 

IF YOU defer your pension, it 
will rise by lpc every five weeks. 
So, postpone your pension for, 
say, two years, and it will be more 
than 20pc higher for the rest of your 
life. But you have to live long enough 
to claw back the pension you decided 
not to draw. If folk in your family live 
long lives, that’s fine. But if they die at 
70 or so, take the money now. 

Q OUR daughter will be 18 next 
year and we hope she will get 
into university, but the huge 
increase in fees has come as a shock. 
She will qualify for a loan from the 
Student Loans Company, but if she has 
to pay 9pc interest, it is hard to see how 
she will manage. 

HIGH fees are not good news, 
but things are not quite as bad 
as you think. The current 
interest rate from the Student Loans 
Company is 1.5pc. The 9pc figure 
refers to the slice of income that 
would have to be repaid to the 
company after your daughter leaves 
university and gets a job. And from 
2012, it is only 9 pc of income above 
£21,000 a year. Earn less, and 
repayments are frozen.

HOLIDAY MONEY: Are people getting a fair deal with their cards on holiday? 


A CONSUMER watchdog has 
launched a super-complaint over the 
charges being imposed on holiday¬ 
makers for using their credit and debit 
cards to pay for foreign currency. 

Consumer Focus - one of a few 
bodies that can launch such an 
action - has called on the Office of 
Fair Trading to investigate what it 
says is complex charging and confus¬ 
ing i n formation. 

It estimates that customers are 
currently being charged about 
£1 billion a year for changing their 
money, but it is not clear how much 
of this is warranted and how much 
constitutes excessive charges. 

The watchdog is asking the OFT to 
investigate three key areas in which 
it said consumers were losing out: 

■ the complexity and confusion 
surrounding charges for using 
debit and credit cards overseas, for 
purchases and cash advances. 

■ the imposition of charges by 
banks and credit card providers of 
withdrawal fees when customers 
use cards to buy travel money in 
the UK. 

■ the use of marketing phrases 
such as “0 pc commission” and 
“competitive exchange rates”. 
Consumer Focus said such claims 

made it difficult for customers to 
compare rates and get the best deals. 

It said deals that claim to be 
commission-free have already had 
mark-ups included in the advertised 
rate, so were not fee-free in the way 
that “0 pc commission” implied. 

“Almost half of us travel abroad 
every year and we face a confusing 
array of often-hidden charges every 
time we buy currency,” said Con¬ 
sumer Focus chief executive Mike 
O’Connor. 

“Converting £500 into euros can 
cost from under £10 to more than 
£30 depending on where you switch 


your money. This is a huge difference 
for essentially providing the same 
service, and typically banks offer the 
worst deals.” 

He added: “If holidaymakers buy 
their currency from the Post Office, a 
travel agent or a bureau de change, 
many are stung with cash withdraw¬ 
al charges by their banks, effectively 
for the privilege of taking money out 
of their own accounts. 

“Individuals buy holiday money 
infrequently and so may not shop 
around much or may just stick with 
the same supplier. 

“A cocktail of confusing charges 
and poor transparency means collec¬ 
tively we are losing out in a big way. 
We are calling on the OFT to investi¬ 
gate and work with the industry to 
send these dubious and complex 
charges packing.” 

Although credit cards have often 
come under fire for sharp practices, it 
is with debit cards that the greatest 
variations are seen overseas - and 
people using them for regular pur¬ 


chases can be particularly badly hit. 

Andrew Hagger, an analyst at Mo- 
neynet.co.uk, said: “The building so¬ 
cieties are offering the most consum¬ 
er-friendly tariffs, but it’s the banks 
that charge a fixed fee for debit card 
purchases that customers need to be 
most wary of. 

“The purchase transaction fees 
range from £1 (Lloyds TSB) to £1.50 
(Halifax), regardless of the size of the 
debit card transaction, and are in ad¬ 
dition to the 2.75pc/2.99pc foreign 
loading fees. 

“If you’re not aware of the pur¬ 
chase transaction costs, a holiday¬ 
maker making a large number of 
low-value transactions will get a 
nasty surprise when the post-holiday 
statement lands on the doormat. 

“I hope the OFT grabs this oppor¬ 
tunity to thoroughly examine the 
costs and profit margins associated 
with travel money transactions and 
pushes providers hard for a cheaper 
and more transparent service for the 
customer.” 


Warning over fresh crackdown by the taxman 


HIGH earners and people with 
tax-avoidance schemes in place are 
being urged to take a Look at their 
affairs in light of an impending 
crackdown by the Government. 

Danny Alexander, the chief 
secretary to the Treasury, told the 
Liberal Democrat conference this 
week there would soon be 2,250 
additional tax inspectors brought 
into play, and it is thought that a 
Large number of them will target 
people at the upper end of the pay 
scale. 


The move is aimed not just at 
tax-evaders, but at people who 
have taken tax-avoidance measures 
in good faith, but who have been 
unwittingly caught out by the 
complications within the tax system. 

Penalties for underpayment of tax 
can be as high as 200pc of the sum 
owed, so people who fear they may 
fall foul of the new crackdown 
should consider approaching HM 
Revenue & Customs voluntarily. 

Fines can still be applied if 
someone comes forward voluntarily, 


but there is usually a discount. 

Graham Sillett, a tax partner at 
accountancy firm Lovewell Blake, 
said: "Of course it is right that 
everyone pays the correct amount of 
tax. Yet there is a distinction 
between tax evasion, which is illegal, 
and tax avoidance, which is Legal - 
you can Legally arrange your 
financial affairs to minimise the 
tax you pay. The problem is that tax 
rules are so complicated that tax 
avoidance can arise in ways in which 
HMRC did not intend."

30,000 lorries a year from road

"We'll move in gradually, as the 
site needs clearing, and we are 
all really excited about the future 
opportunities this purpose-built 
facility will bring - both for us as a 
business and for our customers." 

The South East lost two national 
motorhome dealers back in 2009 
when both Brownhills of Chartham 
and Discover Leisure based at 
Reculver closed their sites. 

Choose Leisure now employs 
nine staff, seven of whom had 
worked for these companies.

Deadline set for VAT registration 


VAT rule-breakers have until Friday 
(September 30) to register to pay what 
they owe under an HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) campaign. 

The new campaign focuses on 
individuals and businesses trading 
above the VAT registration threshold - 
a turnover of £73,000 - but who have 
not registered. 

Target sectors include: construc¬ 
tion, business services, hair and 
beauty, hotels and catering, retail 
distribution, recreational services, 
motor vehicle distribution and repair, 
sanitary and domestic services, ag¬ 
riculture and horticulture, property 
and road haulage. 

Under the terms of the VAT Initia¬ 
tive, those who have not registered to 


VAT 


pay VAT can come forward any time 
up to 30 September to tell HMRC that 
they want to take part. If they make a 
full disclosure, most will face a low pen¬ 
alty rate of 10 per cent on VAT that has 
been paid late. 

After 30 September, using infor¬ 
mation pulled together from different 
sources, HMRC will investigate those 
who have failed to come forward. Sub¬ 
stantial penalties and even criminal 
prosecution could follow. 

Mike Wells, director of risk and in¬ 
telligence at HMRC, said: “Most peo¬ 
ple do register for, and pay, the cor¬ 
rect amount of VAT. This isn’t about 


honest taxpayers, who have nothing to 
fear from any of our campaigns. 

“But we are committed to ensur¬ 
ing tax is paid so that the maximum 
is available for public services used by 
everyone. 

“I therefore urge people who have 
not registered their businesses for VAT 
to get in touch with HMRC and get 
their tax affairs in order simply, and on 
the best terms available.” 

To use the VAT Initiative, people and 
businesses must: 

■ Register with HMRC by September 
30 to “notify” that they plan to make a 
voluntary VAT disclosure; and 

■ Tell HMRC about VAT due and make 
arrangements to pay it, as well as any 
penalties due, by December 31.

Cash boost to cover 
firms’ training costs

MEDWAY Council has 
launched a £200,000 fund to 
help more young people into 
apprenticeships. 

The money, half of which 
was provided by the Euro¬ 
pean Union, aims to boost the 
number of apprenticeships in 
the towns by offering subsidies 
of £2,000 each to help local 
businesses. 

Paid directly to the training 
provider for the apprentice, the 
subsidy can be used to either 
help the employer pay the ap¬ 
prentice’s wages or, if they are 
over 19, to fund their training 
costs. 

Medway Council leader Cllr 
Rodney Chambers said: “As a 
former apprentice myself, I can 
only speak too highly of the real 
value of an apprenticeship. 

“They are not only good for 
people who want to get ahead 
and gain invaluable skills, but 
they’re also good for business 
and for the growth of our econ¬ 
omy in Medway.” 

The fund is the most recent 
investment in apprentices in 
Medway, and will follow on 
from the 100 in 100 Appren¬ 
ticeship Challenge launched 
last May. 

Businesses that have pledged 
to take part in the challenge 
- which aims to recruit 100 
apprentices in 100 days - will 
also be able to apply for the 
new grant. 

The council’s Employ Med¬ 
way team will work alongside 
the Connexions support service 
for young people to help iden¬ 
tify possible candidates for an 
apprenticeship, such as those 
who are unemployed and look¬ 
ing for work. 

Cllr Chambers added: “We 
really are committed to driv¬ 
ing up economic growth here 
in Medway and giving both 



businesses and the apprentices 
themselves the tools they need 
to grow, develop skills and suc¬ 
ceed.” 

Targeted towards businesses 
with less than 50 employees 
across a range of priority sec¬ 
tors - including construction, 
engineering, horticulture, trav¬ 
el and tourism, and the creative 
industries - the subsidy aims to 
help bolster economic growth 
in Medway while also tackling 
youth unemployment. 

The Government will fund 
the full training of any ap¬ 
prentice aged 16-18 and half 
for those aged 19-24, but 
the number of young people 
classed as Neet - not in em¬ 
ployment, education or train¬ 
ing - has risen to more than 18 
per cent in England. 

Labour says this problem 
should be tackled by the Gov¬ 
ernment only offering public 
sector contracts to businesses 
that have apprenticeship 
schemes in place. 

Shadow business secretary 
John Denham said: “At a time 
when record numbers of young 
people are out of work and fac¬

THE vice-chancellor of the Uni¬ 
versity for the Creative Arts is 
due to retire this week. 

Professor Elaine Thomas 
was originally appointed as 
the director of the Surrey In¬ 
stitute of Art and Design in 
2000, and helped oversee 
the creation of the university 
when it merged with other 
institutes in Canterbury, Ro¬ 
chester and Maidstone.

Emma Dears 


Legends with a real X Factor 


WHEN it comes to showbusiness legends, they 
don’t come much bigger than Judy Garland and 
Liza Minelli. 

The mother-and-daughter duo have sung 
and danced their way into the affections of 
numerous fans. 

Now a new show coming to Folkestone uses 
those songs to give an insight into their lives. 

Emma Dears, who has produced and 
written Judy And Liza, said: “It’s based on a 
performance they did together at the London 
Palladium in 1964. Liza was just 19 years old.” 

Dears, who also plays Liza in the show, 
says many of their songs have an uncanny 
connection with events in their lives. 

She said: “It’s a biographical musical but with 
a concert feel. People talk about The X Factor, 
but these two women really had it. The fact 
that it is a mother and daughter who ooze it is a 
unique situation, although it has probably been 
to the detriment of both their lives.” 

Garland was a product of the early Hollywood 
system. Her natural talent was recognised 
when she was a youngster and she appeared 
in many iconic roles. However, fame came at a 
price as film bosses gave her amphetamines and 
barbiturates to keep up with the hectic pace of 
filming. Her dependency on the drugs plagued 
her for the rest of her life. 

Dears said: “When you grow up like Judy 
Garland, it is very difficult to know what normal 
is. Judy and Liza absolutely loved each other, 
but in a way the roles of mother and daughter 
were reversed. Liza had to be the parent but 
also spent half her time living with her father 
Vincent Minelli after her parents’ divorce. There 
were certainly times of tension.” 

Dears, who has had a successful stage 
musical career herself in shows like Miss Saigon 
and Jesus Christ Superstar, decided to do the 
show after audience members kept saying how 
similar she was to Liza Minnelli. 

She said: “Americans especially would come 
up to me at the stage door and say you are so 
like her. I was always fighting against it, but 
then after a while I thought ‘Why?’. I got offered 
a concert playing her in Monte Carlo and that 
began the idea for the show in my head. I had 
always been interested in Judy Garland, so I 
started to think how the mother-and-daughter

idea could work. It has not really been used as a 
theme that much, which is strange considering 
it is such as great story.” 

Dears is joined on stage by Lucy Williamson 
as Judy. 


She said: “She was playing in Stephen 
Sondheim’s show Company. All the time 
I watched her, I just thought ‘She is Judy’. 
Meeting her was the final push for getting the 
show together.” 


The Liverpool-born actress identifies with 
both women, having been on the professional 
stage from an early age herself. At nine she was 
the star in a touring production of Annie. 

Dears said: “When I was growing up, I used 
to watch a lot of Judy’s films. I didn’t really 
know who she was, I just thought that this is 
what I want to do, so she was a big influence 
on me. As I grew up, I began to love Liza’s style 
more and more from films like Cabaret. ” 

The musical has taken a long time to get off 
the ground, but Dears wanted to wait until she 
felt the time was right. 

She said: “It has taken about 10 years. I feel 
that I now have the life experience and am 
of the right age to get the piece to the place 
it should be. I wanted to be at a time when I 
personally felt I could do it.” 

Music fans will not be disappointed by the 
number of well-known songs in the show. 

“There are classic songs one after another,” 
said Dears. “But also a few that people don’t 
know so well. It touches on the best of both 
their careers. The parallels with both their lives 
are extraordinary.” 

Stepping up to be more than just a performer 
has been a steep learning curve for the actress. 

She said: “I have learnt a lot in the process. 
The producing side has been new to me, but 
I would like to do it again and explore other 
people’s work.” 

And as for the real life Liza, Dears says she 
has lost none of her appeal. 

She said: “I think Liza, despite her ups and 
downs, has held on to some grasp of reality. She 
does push away the attention more, whereas 
Judy needed it all the time. 

“I went to see her a few months ago at the 
Albert Hall. She is older and the voice is weaker, 
but the star quality is still there. I get the 
impression she is a nice woman. She might be a 
bit odd, but you can tell that her heart is in the 
right place. People just adore her.”

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A CCORDING to new guidance 

issued by the Government, super¬ 
markets should scrap sell-by dates 
to reduce food waste and save 
shoppers money. 

The Department for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs (Defra) says five 
million tonnes of edible food is discarded by UK 
households annually - the equivalent of £680 
for a household with children - with confusion 
over food labelling responsible for an estimated 
£750 million of the £12 billion edible food 
wasted each year. 

“We want to end the food labelling confusion 
and make it clear once and for all when food is 
good and safe to eat,” said Environment Secre¬ 
tary Caroline Spelman. 

“There are products that have several dates 
on them; use by, best before. Sometimes it says 
‘display until’, which is not relevant at all by the 
time it’s sitting in your fridge. 

“So I can understand when people - particu¬ 
larly young people starting out with shopping 
- look at these dates and say ‘I’m not sure about 
this; better throw it away’.” 

While some shoppers may not give a second 
thought about discarding perfectly good food, 
their actions are only making things worse as 
far as UK food security is concerned. 

Every day we bin 4.4 million apples, 5.1 mil¬ 
lion potatoes, 2.8 million tomatoes and 1.6 mil¬ 
lion bananas, but it is becoming more difficult 
and more expensive to get hold of such foods in 
the first place. And unless shoppers, supermar¬ 
kets and British food producers pull together to 
increase food security, the problem could get a 
lot worse. 

Dr Chris Atkinson, head of science at East 
Mailing Research, explained why the UK needs 
to rely less on foreign imports and start to eat 
more of the food it produces. 

He said: “One of the problems is that climate 
change is likely to affect parts of the world 
where we source a lot of our fruit and veg from, 
like southern Mediterranean countries, much 
more intensely than it will south-east England. 
It’s predicted that these countries will st; 
to run out of water, meaning food 
supplies will dry up and prices 
will become more expensive. 

“We are particularly interested 
in fruit at East Mailing Research 
because it’s a vital part of diet, 
but people don’t eat enough of it. 

The UK is very low in European 
league tables in terms of dietary 
consumption of fruit, and we only 
produce 10 per cent of what we 
consume. 

“We have the potential to grow 
more in the UK, irrespective of 
climate change, but if people don’t eat it then 
growers do not get the money they need and 
production goes down. That’s why it has to be 
high-quality and has to be better marketed and 
promoted by retailers and other organisations.” 

Dr Atkinson added that shoppers needed to be 
better educated about food labelling to ensure 
they were not wasting products needlessly, and 
to be less fussy about what their fruits look like. 

“People have to realise there’s nothing wrong 
with eating slightly smaller apples or funny¬ 
shaped pears if the enjoyment of tasting them 
is still there,” he said. “Our growers shouldn’t 
have to miss out on money just because people 
think they shouldn’t be eating that sort of 
thing.” 

A recent report by the United Nations’ Food 
and Agriculture Organisation reported record 
food price hikes of 4.2 per cent. When combined 
with petrol price rises, a global population 
increase to about nine billion, and the reduction 
of 2 5 per cent of global productive land due to 
climate change, UK consumers are likely to face 
increasing pressures. 

South Thanet MP Laura Sandys is among 
those who believe the issue of food security 
should be viewed as a strategic challenge to the 
UK’s future economy and stability.

She said: “We import about 50 per cent of the 
food we eat, which is probably the highest in the 
developed world. That makes us quite vulner¬ 
able to any shocks, and I’m sure nobody wants 
to pay £10 for a loaf of bread. 

“We are also having to contend with chang¬ 
ing diets in developing countries. For instance, 
most of the sugar grown in African nations is 
exported to Europe but because their people are 
starting to eat more of their own food, prices are 
rising. 

“Reducing food waste is also central to the 
issue of food security. With a growing world 
population, climatic changes and a reduction in 
agricultural land placing added pressure on the 
world’s food supply, getting the most from the 
food available has never been so important. 

“Cutting waste by 2 5 per cent is as effective as 
increasing production by 50 per cent. 

“I hope constituents across Kent will join 
me in waving goodbye to the ‘sell-by’ date and 
hope they will think twice before throwing 
away food. The difference will be felt in all of our 
pockets.” 

Kent’s role as the Garden of England will con¬ 
tinue to be of vital importance as the UK food in¬ 
dustry moves toward a more self-sufficient future. 


In addition to the countless orchards and 
farms spread out across the county, Kent is 
also home to the National Fruit Collection at 
Brogdale Farm, near Faversham; its own spe¬ 
cialist land-based learning college at Hadlow, 
near Tonbridge; and other specialist agricul¬ 
tural centres like Thanet Earth, which grows 
cucumbers, tomatoes and peppers in high-tech 
greenhouses. 

East Mailing Research is dedicated to finding 
better ways of both growing and storing food, 
and Dr Atkinson said it was no coincidence the 
organisation was based in Kent. 

“Back in 1915 when EMR was first estab¬ 
lished, it was at the behest of Kentish growers 
who saw a need for a fruit research institute in 
the Garden of England,” he said. 

“Food technology has advanced since, but 
Kent really was at the heart of fruit production 
back then and was the only place you could 
grow cherries in the whole of the UK. 

“But we’ve got to start growing food in a 
more efficient way, otherwise we will need more 
land and we don’t want to take it away from 
recreation or damage the countryside. We need 
to intensify the practices we already have for 
the benefit of Kent and the rest of the UK. ”

KENT REMEMBERED 



BATTLEGROUND: The trenches of World War One were the scene of brutal and terrifying fighting 

Sadly, we will see their 
like again says author

A NEW book brings to life the 
stories of Kent’s little-known 
war heroes who were awarded 
the highest honour for bravery 
from their country, the Victo¬ 
ria Cross (VC). 

In his book, Kent VCs, au¬ 
thor Roy Ingleton looks back at 
the exploits of 50 valiant war 
heroes, from the Crimean War 
(1854- 56), through the con¬ 
flicts of the late 19th century, 
and the two world wars. 

Mr Ingleton said: “The read¬ 
er will find details of the cir¬ 
cumstances that led to VCs be¬ 
ing awarded to men who have 
a connection to Kent. 

“They are all men of whom 
the county of Kent may be just¬ 
ly proud.” 

The first person to recieve a 
VC was Charles Lucas for his 
actions in the Crimean War. 

He was born on February 
19, 1834, in County Armagh, 
Ireland and by the time he was 
19, he had risen to the rank of 
mate in the Royal Navy, and 
appointed to HMS Hecla. 

Under Captain William Hall, 
HMS Hecla got involved in an 
exchange of fire with Russians 
on the island of Bomarsund on 
June 21, 1854. 

During this exchange, a 
shell, with its fuse still burning, 
landed on the deck and Lucas 
threw the as yet un-exploded 
bomb overboard. 

Mr Ingleton says: “As the 
shell hit the water it exploded, 
causing only minor damage 
and injury. 

“Were it not for Lucas’s

prompt action, the conse¬ 
quences could have been dis¬ 
astrous.” 

Lucas was immediately 
promoted to Lieutenant and, 
when the VC was instituted 
two years later, Admiral Hall 
recommended him. 

Following the Crimean 
War, Lt Lucas was promoted 
to the rank of Captain before 
retiring, aged 39, to live with 
his sister and brother-in-law 
in Scotland. 

A deathbed summons from 
Admiral William Hall, brought 
him to Mere worth, where he 
was asked to care for Admi¬ 
ral Hall’s wife and marry his 
daughter Frances. 

They married in 1879 and 
settled at Great Culverden, 
Tunbridge Wells, in 1906. 


The house was demolished 
in 192 7 and the site forms part 
of the grounds of the Kent and 
Sussex hospital. 

Following Lucas’s death in 
August 1914, he was buried at 
the St Lawrence churchyard, 
near Mereworth. 

Among the 49 others named 
in the book, are Lieutenant 
Philip Neame, who is the only 
person to receive a VC and win 
an Olympic gold medal. 

Lt Neame, a descendent of 
the famous brewing family, 
was born Preston near Faver- 
sham in December 1888, and 
served World War One. 

He received the VC for hold¬ 
ing a trench against German 
attacks for 45 minutes by 
throwing home-made bombs 
and helping retreating soldiers 
back to safety. 

After the Great War, Lt 
Neame, won gold in the 1924 
Olympics, in the running deer 
team shooting competition, 
becoming the only person to 
have both Olympic gold and 
VC medals. 

Since the end of World War 
Two, no-one from Kent has 
been awarded a VC, but Mr 
Ingleton believes that, with 
the number of military con¬ 
flicts still going on, that there 
will be new names to add to 
the list. 

He said: “The accounts re¬ 
veal that the Men of Kent and 
Kentish Men do not lack cour¬ 
age and, sadly, there appears to 
be no end to the sort of conflicts 
in which such valour may be 
demonstrated. 

“We must be grateful that 
such men exist.”

The most haunted 
village in the UK 
is about more 
than spooks and 
spectres, as you 
will discover on 
this picturesque 
walk through 
Darling Buds Of 
May country 

E njoy a walk through the infamous 
village of Pluckley, known as the 
most haunted village in England, 
according to the Guinness Book Of 
Records. 

Starting and finishing in a 
typical Kentish village, this 4.2-mile (6.7km) is 
an ideal afternoon’s walk for this time of year, 
predominantly flat with some gentle slopes. 

The village itself is not only famed for its 
ghostly goings-on but also for being the 
location of the popular Darling Buds Of May 
TV series filmed during the early 1990s. 

Pluckley was also featured on an episode of 
BBC’s Top Gear. Two of the presenters, lames 
May and Richard Hammond, filmed a review of 
a new car on the market. The review required 
them to spend 24 hours in the car, sleeping in 
the ‘Screaming Woods’, an area of supposedly 
haunted forest outside the village. 

Leaving Pluckley, you will join the Greensand 
Way long-distance walking route for a short 
time. Originally opened in 1989, this popular 
108-mile (173 km) runs from Haslemere in 
Surrey through to Hamstreet in Kent. 

Named after the sandstone ridge that crosses 
Hampshire, Surrey and Kent - one of a series 
of ridges running west to east across south¬ 
east England, the route takes in two Areas Of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty - the Surrey Hills 
and the Kent Downs - as well as numerous Sites 
Of Special Scientific Interest. 

As you walk through fields and orchards 
you will pass sleepy dwellings and lone farm 
buildings. The route eventually guides you back 
to the village centre. If you have the time, take a 
walk around and soak up the atmosphere. 

The area is a hot-spot for tourists, especially 
at spooky times of the year like Halloween. 
There are reported to be at least 13 resident 
ghosts in the area, including a highwayman, a 
phantom monk and a white lady. 

After you have worked up a thirst walking, 
why not drop in to one of the local pubs or 
restaurants in the village? The Black Horse and 
The Dering Arms both offer warm hospitality 
and are favourites with walkers and the ghost- 
hunters who frequent the area. 

The Darling Buds of May 
2011 celebrates the 20th anniversary of The 
Darling Buds Of May, a series that captured the 
hearts of Britain like no other. The Darling Buds 
Of May idealises the life of a family living on a 
smallholding in rural Kent. 

Set in the 1950s, the village of Pluckley and 
the surrounding countryside provided the main 



backdrop for the series. The Darling Buds Of 
May - Garden of England Trail leaflet is now 
available to view on the Explore Kent website. 

It will transport you back to the 19 50s as you 
walk in the footsteps of the Larkins and visit 
some of the modern award-winning food- and 
drink-producers, rural attractions and 
rolling countryside that keep Kent crowned as 
the Garden of England.

Making the oast of tradition 



ICONIC STYLE: Property incorporates a 21st-century interior with a 19th-century edifice 


A traditional Kentish-style 
oast house is on offer for 
£850,000, marketed by 
developer Hillreed Homes. 
The 3,007 sq ft, five- 
bedroom home has just been 
completed at Oast Court Farm in 
Wateringbury Road, East Mailing. 

Using modern-day building techniques 
coupled with a traditional build style, it 
incorporates a 21st-century interior with 
a 19th-century edifice, with three 
substantial roundels. 

Oast houses played an important role as 
they were originally designed to dry hops, 
the plants which became vital in the 
brewing of beer. It was due to the hops 
that the British drink bitter was created. 

At one time in history Kent’s hop fields 
were visited by thousands of people during 
August each year, keen to harvest the 
many acres of crops. For most, it was their 
only opportunity to enjoy the countryside. 

Once picked, the hops needed to be dried 
on the day of harvest which explains the 
proliferation of oast houses in the main 
hop growing areas. 

The oast houses were originally square, 
as they were easier to build, but in the 
middle of the 19th-century oast buildings 
became round as it was felt that this was 
a better shape for heat distribution. Most 
kilns have the cowl and weather vane in 


bright white, although there are some 
with wooden chimney-type vents. 

Hillreed Homes is continuing to build 
individual oast houses, but this is the 
largest and is located on a private 
development with a gated entrance in a 
semi-rural location of open countryside 
yet within a few minutes drive of 
shopping centres, roads and stations. 

On entering the property you find 
yourself in a roundel with its original 
staircase curling up the wall to a first floor 


galleried bedroom with full-height glass 
wall. 

There is a lounge with fireplace in 
another roundel and a well-equipped 
kitchen. 

The three roundels lead to an inner 
hall and then a 16 ft plus family room 
together with separate study. On the 
first floor there are five bedrooms with 
tiled bathrooms with digital showers and 
whirlpool baths from Aqualisa and white 
Roca designed sanitaryware. 


Market slow in face of 
economic uncertainty 


THE South East housing 
market remained subdued 
during August as 
economic uncertainty and 
lack of mortgage finance 
impacted on the level of 
property sales, says the 
latest RICS UK Housing 
Market survey. 

The number of sales per 
surveyor over the three 
months to August dipped 
slightly to an average of 15 
(on a seasonally adjusted 
basis). Meanwhile, average 
stocks on surveyors’ books 
fell back to an average of 
46 (from 52). 

Respondents were also 
asked for the reasons they 
felt sales levels continued 
to be subdued. The most 
commonly cited reason 
for this was economic 
uncertainty (80 per cent). 

In addition, more than 
half of the region’s 
surveyors (57 per cent) felt 
a lack of mortgage finance 
was impacting negatively 
on transactions. This 


seems to be borne out by 
the number of first-time 
buyers still struggling to 
join the property ladder. 

Thirty-nine per cent of 
respondents added that 
fears over house-price falls 
were affecting transaction 
levels as buyers and 
sellers stayed away from 
the market while waiting 
for things to improve. 

New-buyer enquiries 
remained flat as 1 per cent 
more chartered 
surveyors reported a 
decrease rather than an 
increase. Meanwhile, 
new instructions, which 
indicate supply levels to 
the market, moved from a 
net balance of-5 per cent 
to -12 per cent. 

The sluggish market 
contributed to the 
downbeat pricing pic¬ 
ture in August, with 2 5 
per cent more surveyors 
reporting prices fell rather 
than rose (from 19 per cent 
in July).

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Kia's intent to Proceed

KIA wound up the Germans on home turf with 
some terrific models at the Frankfurt Motor 
Show, which closes this weekend. 

Adding to Teutonic angst was the sight of 
former Audi design guru Peter Schreyer - the 
man behind the Audi TT and now Kia’s style 
chief- introducing the Korean marque’s breath¬ 
taking GT Concept car and basking in praise 
heaped upon the racy all-new Rio supermini. 

The former, Kia’s first ever rear-wheel drive 
vehicle features a V6 turbo and eight-speed au¬ 
tomatic powertrain - all three features underlin¬ 
ing the marque’s now familiar confidence and 
ambition. 

Schreyer said it would not take much to put 
the GT into production, if the firm decided to 
press the button, and added: 

“The classic front-engined, rear-wheel drive 
layout of a performance saloon has distinct 
appeal not just for the domestic Korean audi¬ 
ence, but also for the European and American 
markets.” 

In the meantime, we caught up with the lat¬ 
est incarnation of one of our favourites from the 
current Kia range, the sporty three-door version 
of the Ceed family hatch known, not surprising¬ 
ly, as the Proceed. 

It has proved to be a decent first effort to inject 
more style and pace into the Kia line-up, draw¬ 
ing upon European styling and chassis tastes and 
being built in an all-new factory in Slovakia. 

The Proceed (from £13,295) is slightly longer 
and lower than its family-orientated Ceed sister, 
a fact enhanced visually by a high waist, longer 
side doors, a dramatic body line sweeping up to 
the rear wheel arch, plus a tailgate spoiler. 

It retains the Ceed’s spacious cabin and boot 
though, not surprisingly, it does feel a little more 
cramped in the rear thanks to those upswept 
rear windows - kids don’t like it much.

However, extra long and wide opening front 
doors and sliding front seats ease access, and 
there is decent headroom. 

The cabin is well arranged and logical with 
USB/iPod connector as standard - now a giv¬ 
en with Kia - but the touchy-feely quality of 
some plastics betray what is now an ageing car, 
by Kia standards at least, having been launched 
in 2008. 

The semi-glossy cappings on the armrests let 
the side down most, but it’s not a deal-breaker as 
everything works well and feels sturdy. 

On the road it seems bulletproof too and, of 
course, is backed by the maker’s unique ‘buy 
and forget’ seven-year/100,000-mile warranty. 

For a car intended to attract sportier drivers, 
the ride quality is excellent and signals a sensible 
trade-off on Kia’s part; sure, it could be tighter in 
the handling department, but passengers might 
complain about the suspension needed to deliver 
that ultimate handling. 


As it is, the generously equipped flagship Pro- 
ceed4 we tested, delivered plenty of fun for a 
bargain £18,995. It will push its nose wider on 
bends if you attack them and the ride can then 
get fidgety too but, used sensibly, it’s a fine all- 
rounder, 

Power comes from the highest output version 
of the excellent 1.6-litre diesel engine that domi¬ 
nates a now more streamlined Proceed line-up. 

This delivers 126bhp via a crisp six-speed 
gearbox that enables this version to accelerate 
smartly from low down the rev range, yet offer 
an average of more than 60mpg and C02 emis¬ 
sions low enough to qualify the Proceed4 for 
road tax band C, meaning no payment in year 
one and just £30/year thereafter - putting it 
on a par with the ultra-green (£15,795) Ecody- 
namics version in the line-up. 

Even under pressure, this 1.6 diesel is refined 
too - something to bear in mind if shopping for 
the more practical five-door Ceed.

FORD underlined its UK market suprema¬ 
cy with a storming September, following 
the launch of the latest registration plate 
change. 

Already the best-selling brand this 
year, it topped its 2010 September 
performance, helped by double Nol 
status in both car and light commercial 
sectors, with the Fiesta supermini and 
Transit van respectively. 

But if it was business as usual on the UK 
front, the blue oval brand was in sports 
mode for the huge Frankfurt Motor Show, 
which finishes this weekend. 

It had already pre-empted the show 
with a sneak preview of the fabulous EVOS 
fastback concept; it has the typical concept 
car extravagence of gull-wing doors that 
never make it to real-world production, but 
the EVOS offers an insight into the design 
language that Ford insists it will use on 
future models. 

Back in the here and now, though, Frank¬ 
furt showed Ford had exciting plans for 
its ST sporting sub-brand with previews 
of a production-ready Focus ST five-door 
hatch and, the big surprise, an ST Wagon 
(estate).

Buyers clearly want the extra load- 
lugging capacity, but they also desire style 
and the Focus ST Wagon has that. 

The new STs also reprise the classic ‘Y’- 
spoke alloys that became a trademark on 
the previous Focus ST. 

Performance comes from a four-cylinder 
25OPS (247bhp) 2.0-litre Ford EcoBoost 


lightweight all-aluminium petrol engine 
that’s more powerful yet greener than the 
2.5-litre five-pot unit in the old car - it cuts 
C02 emissions and fuel consumption by 
more than 20 per cent. 

The brand also unveiled a long overdue 
Fiesta ST as a halo car for its best-seller. Still 
touted as a concept, it surely can’t be far 
from how the finished article might look. 

It features a tuned 18OPS (178bhp) 1.6- 
litre Ford EcoBoost designed to give ST per¬ 
formance yet decent fuel economy and low 
CO 2 emissions.
